The New York Sun, 6th instant, has a 
notable editorial, under the caption of 
'• What Makes the Bad Times?" in reply 
to a correspondent who attributes the de- 
pression to the withdrawal of National 
bank notes from circulation. The Sun 
shows that money was never so cheap 
as now, and that, as the depression ex- 
tends throughout Europe as well aB the 
United States, it can not be attributed to 
a gold standard, or to tariff laws ; nor to 
anything in the condition of our shipping 
and OOOan transportation, '■ for it exists 
in England, where there there is an un- 
preoedented extension of the merchant 
marine, just as severely, and even more 
mo, tbu in this country, where for many 
years our nierehmit marine has been 
gradually declining. Nor yet is it caused 
by failure ol the crops, or by wars or 
famine in any part of the world. The 
crops have generally been good U 
eral years, and no wars or famines of 
any account have ex iste.l, yet We may 
say in a g.-.ieral way that the depression 
|| the result of overproduction— that is to 
say, of spending money and labor in 
ways that are not profitable, and that 
have no return." The Sun concludes as 
follows : "Yet, while this great collapse is 
indisputable and irresistible, wo may 
well be oon tented oret the fact that it is 

not B0 destructive as might he and 
that business is quite as good, and the 
situation of the country quite as encour- 
aging as we ought to expect. There are 
many workers out of employment, and 
hardly any enterprise is making much 
money; yet most people are getting 
enough to eat and enough to wear, i 
are living along ill happiness with reas 
able economy. The country is rich i
